feigned praiſes and thankſgivings to Almighty . 
God, the only giver of all victory,“ for 
the late wonderful interpoſition of his good 
providence-in our favour, by vouchſafing to. 
bleſs his Majeſty's arms with a great Victory 
over the fleet of the enemy upon the coaſt of

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Egypt. And, although it may not be the 
immediate object of the appointment of the 
day, there can be no impropriety in recalling 
to your minds, that but a ſhort ſpace of time 
had paſſed after the arrival of this great and 
welcome news before intelligence was brought 
of the capture of a Ship of the Line, together 
with a number of Frigates, fraught with men 
and arms for carrying on thejrebellion in our 
Siſter Kingdom of Ireland, Many other 
circumſtances might be mentioned, which 

- ought to inſpire our hearts with thankfulneſs; 
but the great and undeſerved goodneſs of 
God towards this highly favoured nation, in 
the two events above mentioned, far ſurpaſſes 
all that we can attempt to ſay upon the 
ſubject. The advantage ariſing, from the 
happy iſſue of the memorable Battle of the 
Nile may be more extenſive, as it may effec 
Europe i in general; but in our local ſituation 
we may have reaſon to think ourſelves in 

a very particular manner benefited - by | the 
Htter inſtance of ſucceſs, inaſmuch as it has MWiſte 
proved the happy means of relieving us from Wziv

| It is appointed by our venerable Reformer

of Pentecoſt. Therefore it muſt have been WI ©: 
underſtood in the opinion of thefe learned, B 
orthodox, and pious interpreters of the Word f 
of God, to relate in an eſpecial manner to t 
the diſpenſatlon of the bleſſings of the goſpel Wl < 
of peace. The Lord, gave the word, great | 
was the company of thoſe that publiſhed it, s * 
it is written in the 12th v. ſeems to have re- I t! 
ceived its full accompliſhment, when the WW © 
firſt heralds of Chriſtianity lifted up their 
yoices, and ſounded the Trumpet of the 
everlaſting Goſpel. How beautiful then upon Wl * 
the mountains were the feet of them that 
preached the goſpel of peace, and brought good 
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tidings of good things; that publiſbed ſabvation, 
that ſaid unto Zion, thy Gad reigneth i It 
will ſuffice to remark thus much reſpecting 
the general purport of this comprehenſive 
and ſublime compoſition. The words af 
the firſt verſe are the very ſame, which were 
ſpoken by Moſes, ** whenever the Ark ſct 
forward before the armies of Iſrael in their 
progreſs towards Canaan.** f Riſe up Lord, 
and let thine enemies be ſcattered, and let them 
that hate thee flee before thee. * David in like 
manner uſes them in this triumphant hymn 
on the removal of the Ark to the city of Zion.” 

But what was done in Zion of old was pre- 
hgurative, and typical of what was hereafter 
to take place in Meſſiah and the Church 
Chriſtian. The words of the 18th v. are in 
like manner applied by St. Paul, in the 4th ch. 
of his Epiſtle to the Epheſians, as receiving 
their prophetical and ſpiritual ſenſe, when 
our bleſsed Lord having overcome ** his

In like manner did our Lord and Saviour,

And 
we arc aſſured that, not long after his Al- 
cenſion, he poured down the ſpoils of his 
conqueſt, gits for the rebellious, his enemies, 
by the effuſion of his ſpirit, both in his 
miraculous powers, and in his ordinary and 
ſaving graces, which latter were intended 
to continue with his church, as long as 
it ſhall ſubſiſt upon earth. And for our 
comfort we may depend upon the word

nate God and Saviour, and that the gates of 
bell ſhall never be able to prevail againſt it.*_

Hence we are led to 
ſee, that there never was but one true ſaving 
religion, under the different forms, in which 
the Church of Chriſt hath ſubſiſted from the 
beginning.

| Himſelf without witneſs. He revealed the 
knowledge of himſelf to Adam before his 
fall, as his Creator. After his fall he made 
' himſelf known to him upon the mediatorial 
fcheme, as his Saviour and Redeemer. And 
to keep alive the expectation of the great 
propitiation to be offered in after ages, when the 
fulneſs of time ſhould come, the rite of ſacrificewas 
inſtituted. And no rational account whatſo- 
ever can poſſibly be given of the deſign andin- 
tent of ſacrifice, why God ſhould be rendered 
propitious towards man through the ſhedding 
of the blood of an animal, unleſs we conſidet 
it as repreſentative. and prefigurative of the 
' ſhedding of the blood of the ineſtimably 
precious Lamb of God, & which alone taketh 
away the fin of the world. But facrifice took 
place immediately after the fall of man, and 
was practiſed by Believers under the Patri- 
archal and Levitical diſpenſation, witha view 
towards the future great ſacrifice of Mefliah; 
and was moreover carried off by unbelievers, 
and retained in their idolatrous ſervice to the 
| falſe objects of worſhip among the Gentiles, 
as is to be proved by the univerſal practice 
of all nations.. 


$ iſt Peter, i, 19. John i. 29. 
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By ſimply. Rating the matter in this 
light, from the ſacred records of Truth, We 
ſnall go the ſure and effectual way to cut up 
Deiſm and Socinianiſm by the roots. Natural 
Religion, that boaſted idol of the Deiſts, 
and which, unhappily for the cauſe of Chriſ- 
tianity, has been adopted by men of the 
greateſt reſpectability for learning, orthodoxy 
and piety, as the firſt principle in religion, 
ſo much ſo as to have been ſuppoſed to have 
been the foundation of revealed, will be found 
to have derived all its information, not from 
the exerciſe of human reaſon, nor from the 
inveſtigation of man in a ſtate of nature, but 
from the Revelation of the Will of God. 
AnD in full anſwer to the futile objections 
made by thoſe pretenders to ſuperior ſkill in 
reaſoning, the abettors of the Soeinian tenets, 
the doctrine of an Atonement will be proved 
to have been taught from the beginning by 
the inſtitution of Vicarious Sacrifices. | 
Is novLD be ſorry to treſpaſs upon your 
time by enlarging upon theſe preliminary

or, I might ſay ta the whole civilized World.
